**The Palestine Arab Youth AeaoclatioDt a refugee 
group loyal to the UARf in a nanifesto published 
in Lebanon, accuses the traditional leaders of 
Palestine, oainly ex-^fti Haj] Aisln HUeeeizil ft 
his Hi^^hur Bxeoutive Oocuoittee of impeding UAR 
efforts to organize Palestine Arab refugees for 
the **aQOOnd round" . 

Beirut’s AL KIPAH today prints tho full text of a 
new manifesto issued by the "The Palestine Arab Youth 
Association in Lebanon" attacking HajJ Amin el Hussein! 

Eind the Higher ^xsoutive Committee for Palestine. The ma- 
nifesto says in parti - 

yfort^y "The Governoont of the UAR called to a 
meeting held in Cairo on May 3, 1939t a limited group of 
Palestinian leaders to prepare and organize the /new/ 
statue for Palestinian refugees. This meeting was held 
in presenoe of official tJilR reprosontativos. Tho Higher * 
Sxooutive Committeo was reprosontod by three membors — 

Hajj Amin ol Htisseini, Mohamed Munif ol Hussein! and Ishaq 
Larwish el Hussein! • The All-Palestine Oorernment was 
represented by two others — Ahmed Hil^y (Pasha) and 
Shoikh Sabry ol Abidy. There wore also nine representati- 
ves from tho Qaza sector, and fivo from the two provinces 
of tho UAR." 

The manifosto says purpose of the meeting was to 
appoint a Prepauratory Committee. Suggestions put forth 
by the represontativos of the UAR called for a series of 
movos to be carried out by tho Palestinians. They wore 
to ask the Arab League to ask Arab states in turn 1. To 
set up each ono of them a special department to handle 
Arab refugee affairs} 2. To join in a genoral conforonco 
at higher level to ooordinato the reorganization of tho 
Palestine rofugoos. 

Hussoini’s Qbstruotionsi "It appeared from the very 
first minute that HajJ Ai^n el Eussoini, who was spealcing 
both in beM.f of tho Hi^er ^ocutivo Comoittoo and of 
the All-Palestine Govommont, was opposed to tho appoint- 
ment of the :if ore said oommittoe. He produced a memorandum 
in that respect, insisting that tho Hi^cr Rxecutivo Comm- 
ittee and tho All-Palestine Government were tho solo legal 
representatives of all Palestine and of all tho Palestine 
refugee si Any now organization, b'; contended, had to bo 
derived from those two organizations exclusively. He deman- 
ded instead that the Higher Hxooutivo Committee be enlar- 
ged and that tho All-Palo stino Govommont bo supported 
financially 

"At the same time, other menbors insisted that the 
proposed new organization would be a final step forward 
in preparation for tho coming battle. It had nothing to 
do with Jobs. It was tho solo means of gathering all tho 
refugees and of mobilising their capabilities for the 
battle. HajJ Amin and his companions would not change thoir 
former views." 

Tho nanif«^sto says that another moeting was hold for 
the same purpose on May 18, 1959* HajJ Amin did not attend.

Wone of tho earlier oiomberB of the Higher ^zooutive and of 
the All-Palostino Govornmont as a matter of fact oame to 
the mooting. They claimed they were too busy elaowhere^ A 
delegated six other momborB to attend the meeting for theau 
ThOBO were Smile Ghourit Itussa Abu’l Saudt Hohamed BaBSom 
Bannouni for the Higher Bxeoutivo; Jamal Arafatt Mahmoud 
Hajm, Siyad el Shatoobf for tho Bale stino Government. The 
new mombera adopted exactly tho same stand aa the former. 
The manifesto oonoludodst- 

"Jaith in tho lTAS"i "That was tho stand taken by tho 
Higher Bzooutive CoQcaivxeo at the mootings of tho prepara- 
tory oommittooy at x time when tho massea of tho rofugeea 
in all lands and particularly in Lebanon were fully aupp- 
ortingf with enthusiasm and awakening* tho revolutionary 
reorganisation of the Palestino atatua. That is because 
the rofugeea have faith in tho fact that this reorganiza- 
tion ia a primary pre-requisite for victory* and because 
they have faith in the TJAR as tho loader of their struggle 
for the recovery of tho usurped fatherland." 

In conoluaion the manifeato oalla upon all refugees 
to support the new organization sponsored by the UAR* ag- 
ain beoause it is the point of departure for the rooovery 
of Palestine and to turn away from deviationiatSf such as 
Hajj Amin and his group.
